THK NEfV ORLRANS DERBY. 

Bat little more thau two weeks are to pass by 
before the decision of the Crescent City Derby 
at New Orleans. Practically it marks the clos- 
ing of the winter racing season and the initi- 
ation of the regular western campaign of 1899. 
This year the event in question is invested 
with more than ordinary interest for the reason 
that several of the colts that are being actively 
prepared for it are in the fore front of the list 
of three-year-olds that are expected to do great 
things in a racing way. A race for which Ken- 
tucky Colonel, Jolly Roger and The Keatuckian 
are expected to start falls little short of the 
measure of interest that attaches to the de- 
cision of any western three-year-old event later 
on, for none is more likely to win the Tennessee 
Derby, Kentucky Derby, Latonia Derby or St. 
Louis Derby than the best of this trio. Last 
year the winner was J, W. Schorr & Sons’ un- 
lucky colt, Presbyterian, and behind him, in 
order, were Joe Shelby, Dinsmore, Isabey and 
Nabob. Oatside of Presbyterian and Isabey it 
was kb inferior lot. This year, so far as ap- 
pearances go now, a much better class of young 
horses will contend for the $4,000 prize and the 
result may afford a satisfactory clue to the re- 
sult of the more important Tennessee Derby at 
Memphis a few weeks later. 

It is understood that unless some accident of 
training prevents, Kentucky Colonel, Jolly 
Roger, The Kontuckiia, Sea Lion, Ordnung, 
Queen of Song, Hittick, Boney Boy and Hardy 
Pardee are almost sure to go to the post. The 
others eligible to start if their owners so elect, 
are Souchon, Climacns, Glad Hand, Leo Planter, 
Nailer, Elmer S., False Lead, King Barleycorn, 
Nobleman and Dandy H. Of this lot King Bar- 
leycorn is a good colt and Souchon is a tine, 
speedy filly. King Barleycorn may start, but it 
is thought he is more probably in reserve for 
engagements later along in the spring and 
Souchon’s first start will probably be for the 
Tennessee Oaks at Memphis. Leo Planter ran 
some fair races last year and might have the 
chance of a rank outsider, but Climacus, Glad 
Hand, Nailer, False Lead, Elmer S. and Dandy 
H., are not w.orth cousideration in connection 
with such a race. Nobleman is an unknown 
quantity, Elmer S. h is speed enough fur good 
company, but is so fractious at the post that be 
invariably is exhausted before the racing be. 
gins. Altogether the strong probability is that 
the winner will come from the lot first named* 

If the nine named as probable startor.s should 
ruu to the mark of their best form as tw o-year- 
olds Kentucky Colonel would win, for the rea* 
sou that ha was the beat of the lot as a two 
yearold. Messrs. A. H. & D. H Morris paid a 
high price for him last year, and he is being es- 
pecially prepared, with a view to winning the 
Crescent City Darby. New Orleans was the 
Morris home for years, and, as a matter of senti- 
ment, they strongly desire to win the leading 
event of the New Orleans racing season. In the 
experienced hands of trainer Walden this fine 
sun of Kantaka and N'lCtnrn is reported tube 
doing extremely well at Memphis Very few, if 
any, better two year-'>lds then Kentucky Colonel 
ran last year. At one time or another, with 
high weight up, he shosmi his Meet heels to 
Martimas, Manuel, Kthelhert, Black Venus, 
Toluca, Dr. Eichberg, Autumn, Rhinelander, 
Himtine, Filigrana, Bir Huhert, Prestidigita- 
trice, Matanza, Kinley Mack, Jolly Roger, For- 
mero. King Barleycorn, in short, to the first 
flight of the year. He will probably go to the 
post the favorite and well deserves to do so. 

It is thought that J. W. Schorr & Son will 
start both Sea Lion and Ordnung. Sea Lion is 
a good, honest colt, a weight carrier and a 
stayer. He was not the equal of bis brilliant 
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stable companion, W. Overton, lacking the lat- 
ter’s high order of speed, but he was still good 
enough to win his fair share of the honors of 
the year, and is likely to prove an extremely 
good three-year-old. Ordnung is reported to be 
regarded with high favor by his owners. He 
was very highly tried before racing began last 
year, but fell sick and only started twice late in 
the autumn. If what has been said about him 
is true bis owners believe he will this year more 
than redeem his early promise, and it is on him 
they will rely to win the Crescent City Derby 
instead of his better known stable mate. Sea 
Lion. 

The Kentuckian did not make any very great 
impression while racing over the Chicago 
tracks last year. It was trne that he won sev- 
eral races here but it was generally with light 
weight up and those be beat were not such as 
to lead onloolcers to think they were viewing a 
sure enough crackerjack in action. It was 
afterwards, over the New York tracks, that ha 
showed be could carry weight and run fast and 
far with the best of his age. One good mark 
for The Kentuckian was that he improved as be 
grew older and was better at the close of the 
season than at any other period daring its 
progress. His last three races wore victories 
and be wound up bis season in impressive style 
by winning the Kentucky Central Stakes, one 
mile, at Latonia, over a very heavy track &e bad 
121 pounds up and won as be pleased from The 
Barrister, Shinfane and Rockland. It is worth 
noting here that nearly all of the winners of the 
Kentucky Central Stakes have afterward proved 
to be great racehorses. The Kentuckian is re- 
ported to have grown and improved in the right 
way and is now a grand looking young horse 
fully sixteen hands high. It is not determined 
positively that he will start for the Crescent 
City Derby, He may be reserved for the Ten- 
nessee Darby instead, but if be keeps on doing 
well in bis work the temptation to try for the 
New Orleans $4,000 is apt to grow too strong 
to be resisted. 

Hittick, Hardy Pardee, Queen of Song and 
Boney Boy all have winning performances to 
their credit, but hardly seem to be in the class 
of Kentucky Colonel, The Kentuckian or Sea 
Lion. But Jolly Roger is. This is a good colt 
on the basis of bis two-year-old performances, 
fast, a stayer and a weight carrier. But what 
is more to the point just now is the fact that 
from training reports it can be made out that 
no horse at Memphis is doing better. His 
recent work-out of a mile in 1 :48 is a remark- 
ably strong move for such a slow track and in- 
dicates that he must nearly be ready to go to 
the races now. And no horse that starts will be 
more likely to upset the favorites than this 
same Jolly Roger. 

GOSSIP OF THE TCRF, 

The promising light-weight jockey Roscoe 
Troxler is apparently in serious trouble at New 
Orleans because of actions he was charged with 
while riding Frelinghuysen in the Lexington 
Selling Stakes Wednesday. At the conclusion 
of the race O’Connor, who was up on Alex, the 
better of Reagan’s pair, wont before the stew- 
ards and charged that after the start Troxler 
grabbed Alex by his bridle and held him back, 
going back down the backstretcb and around 
the turn. Troxler denied, claiming that O’Con- 
nor was the one who had been guilty of foul 
work, but Starter Fitzgerald, the young man 
who drops the timer’s flag, and others who 
were in a position to see what was going on, 
substantiated what O’Connor said. To the 
stewards it anpeared as if Troxler was taking 
care of Alex, and an effort will be made to 
ascertain whether or not the boy was acting in 
I the interest of some other party or parties, A 



world of money was bet on the Reagan entry, 
one single wager in one of the books being $1,000 
against $700. Frelinghuysen and Alex certainly 
did fall out of it together just after the start, and 
Troxler’s action if it was entirely as charged, 
had a bad look, though it does not seem probable 
that either Alex or Frelinghuysen could have 
beaten the McCafferty colt under any circnm- 
stances. It is possible that Troxler was trying 
to even up an old score with O’Connor, who has 
been guilty of rough work himself on a number 
of occasions. If any connection can be estab- 
lished between this extraordinary action in 
today’s race and the betting ring the stewards 
may recommend that his license be revoked. 

In a letter from Memphis, one of the most suc- 
cessful yonng trainers on the American turf has 
the following to say anent the horses in train- 
ing at Montgomery Park: 

“The track has been good the last four days 
and the horses are being stepped along at a lively 
clip. Robert Walden, a son of WyndhamWalden, 
is here with nine head, including Manuel and 
Kentucky Colonel, twoof the best-looking three- 
year-olds seen in years. Manuel is pronounced 
the finest looking three-year-old ever seen on 
the Memphis track. Walden also has two very 
fast two-year-old fillies, which have worked 
one-half in :50, the best work done here. 
The other two-year-olds here seem to be an or- 
dinary lot. Of the older horses, Lieber Karl 
and Algol seem to have the others cinched. 
From the way Lieber Karl is going barring ac- 
cidents, he will win the Montgomery Handicap, 
Algol never looked so good in his life. 
Buckvidere looks fairly well. Crocket 
has been fired and it is doubtful about 
her standing training. The Kentuckian has 
grown, and is a fine- looking horse, standing 
16.1 high and of perfect action. He has shown 
that he has not lost his speed. He is a very fine- 
tempered horse. An eighty-pound boy gallops 
him. E. S Gardner & Son’s filly Freak arrived 
yesterday from New Orleans to be prepared for 
the Tennessee Oaks to be run the second day of 
the meeting. Pat Tomlinson will give her a 
special ‘prep’ for this race. With her came 
Loiterer, which was bought by John Powers 
from J, J. McCafferty. O. G. Parke’s string 
arrived last week. T. J. McHale is located in 
his old quarters. Since his arrival he has dis- 
posed of Bidtilla to Morse, a brother of the 
jockey, ‘Red’ Morse. Terms private. Belle of 
Memphis, who recently broke the track record 
at New Orleans for seven furlongs, looks well 
and her owner is confident of winning the Mont- 
gomery Handicap, with only ninety-eight 
pounds up. May A Sons have a two-year-old by 
Likely that is a corker. He can step a quarter 
in :24 any time. Dick Collins, in O’Brien’s 
stable, is looking well and working well. Onu- 
mastns and Leo Planter both look well and are 
getting their ‘prep’ for the Tennessee Derby. 
The Oaks and Derby are very open races.” 

Australian racehorses in England had a fairly 
successful season last year, having won several 
first-class races, and a good many others. Their 
winnings amounted in the aggregate to over 

116.000. Mr. H C. White’s Georgia won the Cam- 
bridgeshire, worth £1,685, and the Prince Ed- 
ward Handicap, £1,820. Maluma was credited 
with the Lewes Summer Handicap, worth £875, 
and three other races of smaller value. New- 
haven II , Form and Merman were also winners, 
Acmena, Survivor, Uniform, Old Clo and Paris

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THE WISCONSIN RACING BILL. 

The full text of the racing bill that is before 
the legislature of Wisconsin is given below. It 
has bad two bouse readings and is before the 
Committee of State Affairs. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, repre- 
sented in senate and assembly, do enact as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. Sections 4539b, 4539c and 4539d of 
the statutes of Wisconsin for the year 1898 are 
hereby amended by adding at the end of said 
section 4539d the following: “Provided, how- 
ever, that the provisions of sections 4539b, 4539c 
and this section shall not apply to any races or 
contests of speed given by any fair or racing 
association or association formed under tbs 
provisions of section 1779 of the statutes of Wis- 
consin for the year 1898, for a period not to ex- 
ceed thirty (30) days in any one year; nor to 
pool selling upon any such races, which is here- 
by authorized when strictly confined to the en- 
closure within which said races are given,” so 
that said section when amended shall read as 
follow : 

“Section 4539d. It shall bo unlawful for any 
person to resort to or become an inmate of any 
room, shed, tent or place upon any public or 
private ground within which is carried on any 
of the acts or things mentioned in section 4539b, 
and any person found guilty of violating any of 
the provisions of this section shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than fifty dollars or by 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding 
thirty days. Provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of sections 4539b, 4539c and this section 
shall not apply to any races or contests of speed 
given by any fair or racing association or asso- 
ciations formed nnder the provisions of section 
1779 of the statutes of Wisconsin for the year 
1898, f A* a period not to exceed twenty (20) days 
in any one year; nor to pool selling upon any 
such races, which is hereby authorized when 
strictly confined to the enclosure within which 
said races are given.” 

Section 2. All acts and parte of acts contrary 
to the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.

Golden Buckle, Lexicon, Big Gun, Back Talk 
and Little Squaw are the names of some two- 
year-olds that are expected to figure in the win- 
ning division at Aqnednct next month, 

Whitcomb and Tom Cromwell are to be sold 
shortly. Dr, Rowell, their present owner, saya 
they must go to make room for the two-year-old 
division.— Breeder and Sportsman.
